Iran turmoil latest example of social media’s power 


From news services 

Another tweet arrives from Tehran, crossing 
6,700 miles to the Bellevue, Wash., home of A 1 
Garman. 

ATwitterer going by the name @jadi is typing 
from Iran’s capital: “This Blood in my veins will 
stop the coup.” 

Jadi’s signoff message says: “good night, viva 
freedom, viva truth. Hope a better coverage by 
media. That’s our only support.” 

Jadi’s account is one of many streaming from 
the Iranian capital, where sometimes violent 
protests have rocked the country since the con- 
tested re-election of Iran’s president, Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. And the ongoing post-elec- 
tion turmoil in Iran is the latest news event to 
showcase the power of social media sites such 
as Twitter— and the impact these sites can have 
on how information is spread. 

As Time magazine noted in this week’s cover 
story social media has evolved from the skeptics’ 
notion of a group of self-obsessed bloggers into 
something deeper, which begs the question, as 
Time stated it: How willTwitter change the way 
we live? 

When US Airways Flight 1549 made an emer- 
gency landing in the Hudson with more than 150 
people on board, the public first learned of the 
event not on CNN or the major news networks, 
not online, but from @jkrunis— witness Janis 
Krums— who posted on Twitter a photo of the 
plane from a ferry sailing out to meet it. 

At a rally Tuesday in Chicago’s Federal Plaza 
in support of Iranian opposition candidate Mir 
Hossein Mousavi, several demonstrators told 
RedEye they have relied on Twitter, Facebook, 
instant messaging and online videos to keep 
tabs on firsthand accounts from Iran. 

It is the latest high-profile example of social 
media providing an immediate and unfiltered 
view of events in real-time. Past examples 
include the terrorist attacks in Mumbai last 
November and the recent swine flu outbreak. 

With each major news story, Twitter seems 
to gain legitimacy 

When Twitter was scheduled to shut down 
for maintenance late Monday night, the US. 
State Department intervened, asking the site 
to remain online during what were the daytime 
hours Tuesday in Iran. Twitter complied, and

information kept flowing from inside the coun- 
try amid the growing post-election crisis. 

The Time article also noted the power of 
social media (specifically Twitter) to mobilize 
people. Dena Nejad, 25, a consultant who lives 
in the West Loop, said she found out about 
Tuesday’s Iran rally on Facebook. 

Nejad said she has used Facebook, Twitter 
and e-mail to stay connected with her relatives 
in Iran, though she noted that phone lines 
have since been disconnected and she stopped 
receiving Facebook messages on Tuesday 

“It’s devastating. It’s very nerve-wracking, 
and stressful to not know what’s going on,” 
Nejad said. “The only things we have right now 
are basically the news channels here.”

Iran’s government cracked down on Internet 
usage beginning with last Friday’s election. 

The New York Times reported that text- 
messaging services were shut down in what 
opposition supporters said was an attempt to 
block one of their most important organizing 
tools. Cell-phone transmissions and access to 
Facebook and some other Web sites also were 
blocked over the weekend. 

“During the past five days, I’ve slept less than 
10 hours, basically,” said Mohsen Ghanefar, 31, 
of Bridgeport, who also attended Tuesday’s rally 
in Chicago. “I’m always sitting by our comput- 
er, on our phone, trying to get news, trying to 
disseminate news.” 

In Iran, as in many still-developing coun- 


tries, Internet usage is mostly still a phenom- 
enon of the affluent, the youth and city-dwell- 
ers— meaning Twitter and other networks are 
used mostly by the young and liberal— and may 
ignore more-conservative political sentiments 
among the non-connected. 

Twitter co-founder Biz Stone acknowledged 
the limited group of users in Iran, who don’t 
necessarily represent the mainstream. 

“However,” he told The Associated Press in 
an e-mail, “we noticed people creating accounts 
during the riots presumably because they heard 
Twitter was the most efficient way to discover 
and share what was happening in the moment.”

U. of I. official had 'disdain* for admissions 


Tribune sues over data 

The Chicago Tribune filed a state lawsuit Tuesday 
against the University of Illinois demanding the 
immediate release of grade point averages and 
standardized test scores of the hundreds of 
college applicants placed on an internal list of well- 
connected students. 

In response to an Illinois Freedom of Information 
Act request by the Tribune, the university released 
about 1,800 pages of documents-including e-mail 


exchanges expressing worry about the “terrible” 
and “weak” academic records of some applicants- 
that have been the foundation of the Tribune’s 
“Clout Goes to College” series. But university 
officials declined to release the applicants’ high 
school grade point averages or ACT test scores. 

U. of I. spokesman Tom Hardy said the school 
stands by its arguments. “The university believes 
it has a strong legal case and we are prepared to 
make it,” Hardy said. 


Chicago Tribune 

The University of Illinois official who oversees 
undergraduate admissions told a state commission 
Tuesday that decisions about well-connected appli- 
cants were out of his hands. 

“I had a fair amount of disdain for the process,” 
Keith Marshall, the universitys associate provost 
for enrollment management, told Gov Quinn’s 
Admissions Review Commission. 

The panel is charged with investigating the use of 
clout lists at the Urbana- Champaign campus. 

Marshall described a process in which, at times, 
admissions officers were overruled by chancellor 
Richard Herman. 

“I take my instructions from Chancellor 
Herman,” Marshall said several times. 

About 8oo applicants in the last five years have 
landed on an internal clout list after individuals in 
powerful positions sent e-mails or placed calls on 
their behalf As a group, students admitted through 


the so-called Category “I” process had lower aver- 
age test scores and class rankings than the average 
of all U. of I. freshmen. 

The system was first uncovered by the Chicago 
Tribune in an ongoing series about how some stu- 
dents with weak academic credentials gain admis- 
sion after interference by university trustees, legis- 
lators and others. 


The panel is expected to report its findings by 
Aug. 8. Quinn has said he will wait for the commis- 
sion’s findings before he takes action. 

He announced the blue-ribbon panel, the third 
since he took office in December, with a stern cau- 
tion to the university trustees who sit at his discre- 
tion. He said he expects the full cooperation of the 
board and the university itself

I There have been 103 bank robberies so far 
I this year in the Chicago area against 277 
I for all of last year. The record year for bank 
I holdups was 2006 with 284. 

The earlier thefts occurred at the same 
Roselle branch of Mutual Bank, on May 8 and 


again on May 22. 

The robber has worn a bandana or scarf over 
his face during two of the holdups, along with 
shorts and various types and colors of hats, the 
FBI said. He is described as a white male, 20 to 
25 years old, 6 feet tall and 170 to 190 pounds 
with a thin build and brown hair. 

But the FBI said he also was armed with a 
handgun and should be considered dangerous. 


In the most recent robbery in Rolling 
Meadows, the robber entered the bank and 
announced a robbery, the FBI said. He dis- 
played a handgun and ordered an employee 
to fill a blue cloth bag with cash. He fled on a 
bicycle. 

No one was injured in any of the robberies.

A riot police reunion 


The violent clashes between police and protesters during 
the 1968 Democratic National Convention aren’t typically 
considered proud moments in Chicago history 

But some members of the Fraternal Order of Police want 
to change all that. On June 26, the Chicago police union will 
be holding a “Chicago Riot Cops Reunion” at its hall to set 
straight “what really happened,” according to the reunion’s 
Web site. 

“The only thing that stood between Marxist street thugs 
and public order was a thin blue line of dedicated, tough 
Chicago police officers,” the Web site says. “Chicago police 
officers who participated in the riots continue to endure 
unending criticism— all of which is unwarranted, inaccurate 
and wrong.” 

Former Police Supt. Philip Cline is scheduled to be a 


keynote speaker. Proceeds from the reunion will go to the 
Chicago Police Memorial Fund, which provides assistance 
to the families of officers killed or catastrophically injured 
in the line of duty 

Predictably a protest to counter the event already is being 
planned. Chicago Copwatch, a watchdog group, is organiz- 
ing a march to the FOP hall the same night following a rally 
at Union Park at Ashland Avenue and Lake Street. 

Their memory of what happened during the convention 
is quite different, of course. They call it “one of the largest 
mass beatings in Chicago history” 

But Mark Donahue, president of the FOP, insists the 
union is not trying to make a statement. 

“It’s just a get-together for guys who worked together 40 
years ago,” he said. “Nothing more.” 


Chicago drivers

Last year, a survey found that drivers in Chicago were the eighth 
most courteous across the country Chicago has fallen to 14th in 
the latest Driver’s Seat Road Rage Survey, but it’s still ahead of 24 
other major American cities.

For the first time in four years, a new city claims the title as the 
worst in the US. for road rage. New York unseated Miami as the 
least courteous.

PYONGYANG, North Korea North Korea said 
Tuesday that two American journalists it 
sentenced to 12 years in a labor camp admit- 
ted at their trial that they entered the country 
illegally to slander the North’s human rights 
record. 

It was the first explanation from the govern- 
ment of Kim Jong II about why Laura Ling and 
Euna Lee, who were detained in March while 
working on a 
story about North 
Koreans who flee 
to China, were 
given sentences 
last week that 
many outsiders 
regarded as unusu- 
ally harsh. 

The women 
were arrested on the North Korean side of the 
Tumen River after entering the country illegal- 
ly from China, said the statement, which was 
released by the official Korean Central News 
Agency 

“We have just entered North Korean terri- 
tory without permission,” a narrator said on a 
video found in the reporters’ possession, the 
statement said. 

It also said one of the reporters picked up 
and kept a pebble as a souvenir. 

North Korea’s statement made it clear that it 
has found the women guilty of much more than 
just wandering across a border. 

‘At the trial the accused admitted that what 
they did were criminal acts, prompted by a 
political motive to isolate and stifle the social- 
ist system of North Korea, by faking moving 
images aimed at falsifying its human rights per- 
formance and hurling slanders and calumnies at 
it,” the statement said.

Sosa has been the subject of steroid 
speculation for years, based on changes in 
his physical appe^mince, his rapid ascent 
to home-run hitting legend by 1998 and 
his testimony before Congress in 2005, 
during which the slugger said he never 
had taken “illegal performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs” and added that he “{never] 
had injected myself or had anyone inject 
me with anything.” 

Rut no physical evidence had been 
reported that might prove he had taken 
performjuice-enhancing drugs, and 
I>usty Baker, Sosa’s manager in 2003 
’04, once referred to such speculation as 
“steroid McCarthyism,” 

Tribune efforts to reach Sosa were 
unsuccessful. Commissioner Bud Selig 
would not comment on the record. 

Now that the evidence reportedly 
exists to prove Sosa used steroids, his 
legacy and ILill of Fame candidacy 
could be in tatters as voters westle with 


how to judge players from 
the Steroid Era. Sosa ranks 
sixth on baseball’s all-time 
home run list and, as with 
Mark McGwire’s first three 
years on the ballot, could 
find support lacking. Sosa 
had said recently that he 
expected to “calmly wait” 
for Cooperstown to come 
calling. 

While the Sosa story 
dominated the pregame 
news conferences Tuesday, 
managers Ozzie Guillen «ind 
Lou Piniella said the names 
of those who tested positive 
during testing in 2003 should 
be made public to clear other 
players. The results were 
promised to remain confidential, but 
since then some have leaked, ensnaring 
Yinkees third baseman Alex Rodriguez, 
who acknowledged the results after a 
Sports Illustrated report. 

“Why don’t we come up with the 
[bleeping] names, and that’s it?” Guillen 
said. “Right here. Eat it, and get the 
[bleep] out. Every time somebody 
says he’s clean, the next day it’s in the 
[bleeping] paper. Alex [Rodriguez] says, 
‘They can check me.’ He gone. Manny 
[Ramirez] say, ‘They can check me.’ I le 
gone. 

‘A couple of days ago, Sammy says, ‘I’m 
clean, I should be in the Hail of Fame.’ 
He gone. ... OK, don’t wait for those 
guys. ... Because I know in one month I’ll 
be sitting with [the media] talking about 
someone else.” 

Piniella said during Spring Training 
that the names should be released. He 
reiterated that notion Tuesday. 

“It would probably create a lot of 
havoc for a while, but it might be the 
best thing,” Piniella said.

Flying solo 


Who needs a label? Rising 
pop-rock outfit Cavashawn is 
building an audience on its own 


By Matt Pais 

Cavashawn singer Scott Salmon does not like Spencer Pratt. But 
he respects him. 

“That kid’s a genius,” says Salmon, 23. “He obviously has his 
moments that make you want to kill him. But I feel like he 
knows what he’s doing. Everything’s planned out.” 

It’s the sort of appreciation that can only be felt by someone equally 
interested in self-promotion. Indeed, since moving to Chicago from 
Cincinnati in mid-2007, pop-rock quartet Cavashawn (now based in 
Albany Park) has made a significant name for itself without any label 
assistance— aside from good, old-fashioned word of mouth and plenty 
of three-hour sessions of covering neighborhoods with fliers. (Trust me, 
you’ve seen them.) In April, MySpace Records named the group one of the 
nation’s top unsigned bands. 

We checked in with Salmon before the release show for Cavashawn’s 
sophomore EP, a soaring, singable blend of ’80s pop. Plain White T’s, 
Eountains of Wayne and even Erankie Valli. 

How glamorous was it to fly to L.A. to record with Jim Wirt (Incubus, 
Hoobastank)? Did you feel like you’d made it? 

I think it would have been glamorous if a label had put us up in a five-star 
hotel for a week. But the fact that we were staying in this loft above the

recording studio, all four of us packed in tightly on 
two futons ... We felt pretty undercover. 


It seems like you’re proud of what you’ve accom- 
plished without a label. Do you not want to go that 
route at all? 

We’re getting to the point where it wouldn’t be that bad to have a 
steady meal every night if a label was involved and could give {us] 
some money up front. But it’s not like we’ve avoided labels. Tbu 
can only go so far with four songs for a year and a half as a band. 
And we definitely took it as far as we could take it, so we had to 
put out another record. We’ll throw this one out there to labels 
and whoever wants to hear it, but it’s not like we’re knocking 
down their door. We’re fine. 

You’re playing July 4 at Summerfest’s Emerging Artists Stage. The 
Fray is headlining Marcus Amphitheater. Do you get upset about 
bands of debatable quality getting their big break before you? 

I think probably three years ago or two years ago, we might have. 
But the minute you let that get under your skin as a band, you’re

DRESSING UNHIP NEVER LOOKED SO COOL

Now that the cool-guy uniform— skinny jeans, layered T’s, tai- 
lored vest and stylish scarf, all in shades of gray and black— has 
reached every mall in the country, the trendsetters who started 
it have moved on. 

And they’re going somewhere that few others can: They’re going 
geek chic. 

This means adopting pieces that can be downright nerdy on almost 
everyone else, but transforming it with confidence and a good eye to 
make a bow tie the hippest thing around. ThinkJustinTimberlake— he’s the 
geek chic role model cited by fashion experts. 

His company in the sweater-vest club includes Chuck Bass (played by 
Ed Westwick) of “Gossip Girl,” Joe Jonas and The Killers. It’s like they all 
discovered the clothes from Don Draper’s “Mad Men” i96os-era closet in a 
vintage shop in Brooklyn. 
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They’re making a sort of anti-fashion state- 
ment, fashionably, says LeAnn Nealz, chief 
design officer of American Eagle, which is 
going forward with the look for fall. 

“It’s for the guy who wants to be different, but 
it’s cool looking,” she says. “These are guys who 
might have a beard or put Clark Kent glasses 
on. ... It’s a preppy geek, very Thom Browne- 
ish, but I think the celebrities interpreted it 
and made it more accessible.” 

Designer Browne is, indeed, an early adopter. 
He’s considered a very influential menswear 


designer— long a champion of the skewered 
preppy look— but with ideas so far ahead of the 
curve that the general public needs a few years 
to get used to them. 

Now that the collective eye is used to it, 
some of his styles don’t seem so crazy, but 
more mainstream stores and designers also 
have toned them down and added elements of 
mass appeal, says Tom Julian, author of “The 
Nordstrom Guide to Men’s Style.” 

And, Julian adds, knowing that all the depart- 
ment stores are now carrying gingham shirts. 


for example, takes away the scariness. 

The timing is right for a new striking mens- 
wear look, he says, which hasn’t seen much 
change since Ed Hardy brought in bold embel- 
lishment in the early 2000s. 

“Is it part of the political shift?” trend analyst 
Julian wonders. “You don’t want to look super 
jazzed up now There’s some safety and stability 
in the ‘Mad Men’ and Kennedy era, and now it’s 
being done with a touch of humor.” 

Geeks might be best known for their smarts, 
but some savvy tastemakers recognize the sar- 


torial wisdom in their clothes. 

“It’s more hip to be square,” says Scott Norris, 
senior vice president and general merchandise 
manager of national retailer Men’s Wearhouse. 

Eor Norris’ mainstream customer, the look 
is more subtle, but there certainly are sweater 
vests and argyle aplenty 

Erom there, you’re just a wingtip’s step away 
from plaids, short-sleeve dress shirts, short 
pants (maybe Bermudas?!), Converse canvas 
sneakers and horn-rimmed glasses.

The line between geek chic and plain- 
old geek can be a fine one. A bow tie 
could be a fraction of an inch too 
thick, or there might be just a little 
too much room in the collar of a short- 
sleeve dress shirt. 

To ease into this new look favored 
by the hipsters who just a few seasons 
ago were touting tight jeans and skat- 
er sneakers, start with a striped shirt 
and an argyle sweater— or even sweat- 
er vest, says Scott Norris, senior vice 
president and general merchandise 
manager of Men’s Wearhouse. After 
that, there’s a whole world of horn- 
rimmed glasses and wingtip shoes to 
be explored, but only if you feel com- 
fortable in them. 

“It depends on the individual how 
far to take it,” he says. “It needs to 
come naturally and you can’t try too 
hard.” 

Tips from the experts: 

» “Geek chic is not an oversized 
silhouette,” Norris says. One of the best 
looks, he says, is a slim pinstripe suit, 
skinny tie and fitted short-sleeve dress 
shirt. 

» With fitted clothes, body type matters. 
Norris says the best candidates are on 
the taller, slender side. 

» Check out how designers Thom 
Browne, Band of Outsiders, Shipley & 
Halmos, Trovata and Duckie Brown are 
interpreting the look, says Tom Julian, 
author of “The Nordstrom Guide to 
Men’s Style.” Retro brands Penguin, 
Gant, Hickey and Ben Sherman are also 
doing versions. 

» Wear hair either slightly messy or 
very neat, says Brian Boye, Men’s Health 
fashion director. 

»Try jackets-suits, sportcoats and 
even outerwear- with a higher armhole. 
A 2 V 4 -inch lapel looks more modern 
than a 3 inch, Norris notes. 

» Skip the jacket altogether, and wear a 
cardigan or vest. 

» If you go with a polo-collar shirt under 
a vest, turn the collar up and keep 
the shirt’s tails out, says Janie Bryant, 
costume director for “Mad Men.” 

» Embrace Buddy Holly-style, plastic- 
framed glasses in a Wayfarer shape or 
rounder horn-rimmed ones. 

» Don’t go head-to-toe nerd, Julian 
says. Perhaps start with glasses, or a 
cardigan-tie or sweater vest-tie combo. 
» Wear an untucked short-sleeve, 
button-down shirt on weekends. 
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wear pieces? 

“So many pieces are forever timeless,” says 
“Mad Men” costume designer Janie Bryant. 
“Every 20 years or so— the cool group did this 
in the ’80s too— go back to them.” 

They’re items that were never trendy but have 
had a presence in almost every decade of the 
20th Century Still, you can’t quite pluck these 
things from the attic. There’s more of an art to 
wearing them: Silhouettes should be slim and 
attitude should be big. 

And, Bryant adds, getting a tailor to make sure 


the fit is perfect would help. 

The safest way to test-drive geek chic is a black 
cashmere sweater vest, she says, but if you really 
want to look like you know what you’re doing, 
make it an argyle vest and wear a collar-up shirt 
with the tail hanging out. 

“If you’re worried about it, you’re probably 
not the guy to wear this look,” adds Brian Spaly 
founder and creative director of Bonobos, a 
trouser company that boasts a rainbow assort- 
ment of colors and even seersucker. “If you smile 
and not take yourself too seriously, it works.” 


Spaly sees a freedom in this style that isn’t 
allowed by anything considered a must-have 
look. 

“This way, you’re wearing things because you 
like them,” he says. “Tbu see that it might take 
an older, educated g;uy to know what he likes and 
be comfortable in it.

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Palin responds to 
Letterman’s apology

Sarah Palin says she accepts David Letterman’s 
apology for the joke about her daughter. 

The Alaska governor, in a statement issued 
Tuesday, said the apology was accepted “on 
behalf of all young women, like my daughters, 
who hope men who ‘joke’ about public displays 
of sexual exploitation of girls will soon evolve.” 

In an extraordinary mea culpa Monday night, 
Letterman told viewers that his monologue joke 
about one of Palin’s daughters being “knocked 
up” by Alex Rodriguez can’t be defended. 

He said the joke referred to 1 8 -year-old 
Bristol Palin, not her 14-year-old sister Willow. 
But Letterman said it’s his responsibility that 
people believed that he intended to target 
Willow, who had attended a NewTbrk Tankees 
game with her mother. 

“I’m sorry about it, and I’ll try to do better in 
the future,” he said. 

Letterman last week tried to make light of 
the joke after the first indications that it fell flat. 
Palin had called the comments “sexually pervert- 
ed,” and her husband, Todd, said that “any jokes 


about raping my 14-year-old are despicable.” 

Palin said Tuesday that Letterman has the right 
to joke about whatever he wants to, and “thank- 
fully we have the right to express our reaction.” 

“This is all thanks to our U.S. military men 
and women putting their lives on the line for 
us to secure American’s right to free speech,” 
she said. “In this case, may that right be used to 
promote equality and respect.” 

Not everyone was willing to turn the page. 

A “Fire David Letterman” protest was held 
Tuesday outside the Ed Sullivan Theater, 
where he tapes the show. The turnout was slim, 
though: about a dozen. 

One of the protesters. New Tbrk City real 
estate agent Tom Muller, said he just wanted 
“to see a little accountability come to the 
Letterman show ... And maybe urge him to 
get back to when he ran a funny TV show and 
didn’t use it for his political pulpit.” 

Brent Bozell, president of the conser- 
vative watchdog Media Research Center, 
called Letterman’s apology “slippery and 
Clintonian.”

Perhaps it’s a good 
thing Robert Smigel 
didn’t get his hands 
too far around “Bozo’s 
Circus” while it was on 
the air. 

The beloved 
Chicago-based chil- 
dren’s classic popped 
its last balloon on 
WGN-Ch. 9 in 2001. 

But three years earlier, 

Smigel— who created Triumph the Insult 
Comic Dog for Conan O’Brien and animated 
shorts on “Saturday Night Live,” and who was 
frequently paired with Naperville-born Bob 
Odenkirk as a writer at “SNL’— pitched Fox 
on a barbed satire of the kids show He went 
as far as to shoot a pilot with a fellow Conan 
scribe, Chicago-born comedy writer Dino 
Stamatopoulos. They enlisted a friend and 
struggling comic named Stephen Colbert to 
play an old outhouse named Grimy Smigel 
played the chief clown himself 

Fox passed. 

Which is too bad, because Smigel was a 
fan of Bob Bell, the best-known of the WGN 
Bozos, who died in 1997. He swears it was a 
loving send-up, mined from years of watching 
“Bozo’s Circus” while he was a young Chicago 
comedian with the Players Workshop. 

On Wednesday and Thursday, Smigel is 
back in Chicago, with Stamatopoulos, show- 
ing the “Bozo” pilot at the Lakeshore Theater 
as part of the “Just For Laughs” festival, of 
which RedEye is a co-sponsor. He spoke last 
week by phone from Manhattan. 


Why a “Bozo’s Circus” parody? 

While I lived in Chicago, I was very charmed 
by the original— it was a phenomenon in 
Chicago. Kids would be born, and they would 
go on a wait list to be on the show And then 
this guy who played Bozo— he was a really

funny guy, and I really admired him. He was 
incredibly loose. He played Bozo like he had 
just had a beer before he stepped on the set. 
He would be doing absurdly silly sketches 
and muttering under his breath— it was a 
very strange thing to watch. He clearly loved 
performing for kids, but there was enough of 
a dark side that he could step outside what he 
was doing and let you know he understood 
how nuts it all was. 

You were Bozo. 

I was Prozo. We would come out and start 
singing, “WEEEEEELLLLL! If you’re Jewish 
and you know it, clap your hands! If you’re any 


form of Christian, clap your hands!” Then I’d 
stop and say, “Yeah, we’re all different, kids!” 

I had a baton. We would do political humor. 
One clown would be the Benjamin Netanyahu 
clown, and one would be the T^hsir Arafat 
clown. We’d throw pies and do the worst 
puns— “I’m telling ya, Tasir! I jihad enough of 
you!” That was fun. And in between the gags, I 
would suddenly realize that there was an audi- 
ence of children. We had to plant kids in the 
audience to make sure they clapped. 

Real kids. 

That was the craziest choice we made. If we 
did it for snarky 23-year-olds, we could have 


gotten big laughs. But the audience would be 
familiar with the conventions. So we decided 
to do it for the home viewer entirely 

You convinced real parents to bring real kids? 

We stopped parents on the street and said 
it was not a children show’s but a mock- 
children’s show and your kids will laugh— but 
probably not at everything. Of course, there 
might be differing opinions about what is 
inappropriate— in which case, we explained 
that we would escort the younger kids out of 
the room when things got too dirty ... It was 
seriously insane. I still can’t believe Eox con- 
sidered it.

Mysteries from 
the pantry

Food can be a funny thing. We eat because we must, but we don’t 
always know what we’re eating, why we’re eating it or what minor 
miracles from nature or man made the food what is. Here are 
answers to some common food questions: 


What makes Jell-O gel? 

Jell-O, like all gelatin products, is made from colla- 
gen, a protein that comes from animal skins. 

Jell-O is “a gelatin powder made of crystals that 
dissolve when placed into hot or boiling water,” said 
Joyce Hodel, a Kraft Foods spokeswoman. “So the 
crystals essentially melt to form a liquid solution. 
When the solution cools, the crystals start to clump 
together into a gel that traps water. Cold water is 
used to cool down the mixture to accelerate the gell- 
ing reaction.” 

Jell-O won’t begin to thicken and gel until the 
temperature approaches 55 degrees. 

Why does popcorn pop? 

The Popcorn Board, a non-profit organization 
funded by U.S. popcorn processors, offers an answer 
on its Web site (popcorn.org) complete with a slo-mo 
video of popcorn kernels popping. 

“Popcorn’s ability to pop lies in the fact that the 
kernels contain a small amount of water stored in 
a circle of soft starch inside the hard outer casing,” 
the Web site explains. “When heated, the water 
expands, creating pressure within, until eventually 
the casing gives way, and the kernels explode and 
pop, allowing the water to escape as steam, turning 
the kernels inside out.” 

Why are butters different colors? 

Butter is made from cream, and cream is produced 
by cows. The color of the butter depends on the 


color of the cream. The cream’s color depends on 
“certain pigments present in animal feed and pasture 
type, which varies seasonally,” said Jeanne Forbis, 
spokeswoman for Land O’Lakes. Cream is white to 
yellowish white, she added, but when the cream is 
churned into butter, the fat proportion increases 
from 40 percent to 80 percent. Result? A more 
intense color. 

“Generally, butter has a pale yellow color but var- 
ies from deep yellow to off-white,” Forbis said. Some 
manufacturers use color additives to give the butter 
a uniform color; Land O’Lakes does not, she said. 

How do they get the olives in the olive loaf? 

We called Oscar Mayer, a division of Kraft Foods, 
for the lowdown on this colorful luncheon meat. 
“The olives are mixed into the meat and remain in 
place similar to how chocolate chips stay in cook- 
ies,” said Sydney Lindner, a company spokesman. 
The meat-olive mix is then baked in a giant loaf 
pan, packaged, and sent out to supermarkets and 
delis. 

How do Slim Jims stay edible for so long? 

ConAgra Foods, the maker of Slim Jims, processes 
this iconic meat stick in a similar way to classic dried 
sausages, like pepperoni and hard salami. The Slim 
Jims are cured, thoroughly cooked and dried. And 
while it may sometimes appear as though the sticks 
have been out on the convenience store counter for- 
ever, a Slim Jim has an eight-month shelf life.

The perfect wines 
for grilling season 


As the weather heats up, so does the primid urge to grill and barbecue. A 
cold beer might seem like a logical choice to pair with outdoor fare, but 
the right wine can be equally delicious and satisfying. 

The key to pairing wine with barbecued and grilled foods is picking 
selections that will keep you refreshed and won’t weigh you down in hot 
weather. But they have to be bold and intense enough to stand up to the 
smoke llavor of the grill and the spicy and tangy flavors that come from 
marinades and sauces.
